The New Uume Law. 


An act passed by the last siato legislature 


for the better protection of game limits tlic 
killing of pheasant, grouse, quail, partridge 
and woodcock from October 13th to Decem- 
ber 15th ol each year, except that it shall 
also he lawful to kill woodcock during the 
month of July in addition to the above time. 


The act also prohibits the selling or pur- 


chasing of game shot within the state, and 
prohibits the selling of game killed in Penn- 
sylvania outside the state, it prohibits per- 
sons or corporations acting as common 
carriers from removing game from the state. 
The act limits the number of grouse, etc., to 
be killed in one day by one person and that 
of deer to two a season. 


The season open for rabbits is from first 


of November to the 15th of December and 
that of the blacl., grey or fox squirrel is now 
only from the 15th of October to 15th of 
December. 
A fine of $25 is imposed for 


every rabbit or squirrel hunted with a ferret. 


The act prohibits the killing of game by 


any other means than shooting with a gun, 
and the fine ior using a trap, net, snare, 
pitfall or pen or similar ways, is fifty dollars 
for each offence.

Gold and Prices. 


Suppose thttt by 1000 there should bo 


an 
average 
aunnal addition to the 


•world'B gold supply of, nay, $300,000,- 


000, 
what effect wonld that have on tho 


pricoH of commodities? Tho increasing 
population among civilized nutione, with 
their 
conotautly increasing require- 


ments of luxuries their ancestors were 
content tn do without, creates au enor- 
mous and over growing demand for 
gold. If the quantity of gold produced 
should become greater than this con- 
stantly increasing demand, then gold 
would decline in value, and more of it 
•would be required in exchange for com- 
modities. This would eiHiRH n gcmornl 
rise of prices all along tho line. If, on 
tho other lianil, tho supply of gold 
merely kept pace with the iucrouniiig 
demand, the prices of articles unaffected 
by other causes would remain station- 
ary. Again, if the gold supply fell oven 
a little short of mooting tho growing 
demand, then of course gold would be- 
come soareer and more valuable. There 
would not be enough of it to go uround. 
Consequently it would bo in brisker de- 
mand than tho articles exchanged for it. 
Therefore a little of it would buy more 
wheat or cotton or labor and prices 
would fall. 


The price of commodities is high 


when gold is scarce and low when gold 
is plentiful. 
Following the extraordi- 


nary gold discoveries in California and 
Australia in 1840-50 and tho years im- 
mediately succeeding tremendous quan- 
tities of the yellow metiil wore thrown 
on tho world's market. There followed 
a general rise in prices of commodities. 
with gold than they -were before. Later 
the price of gold went up and that of 
general commodities went down. 


If tho new mines of Alaska, tho 


Klondike, Mexico and other localities 
shall be able to flood tho nations with 
gold once more, then prices will rine.

Una of the most interesting questions 


as between labor uud rapital nun grown 
on) of tbo prudent coiil strika. Tho cou- 
Htmition of the United States guaran- 
tors perpetually to Americans the right 
of assembling peaceably and speaking 
th' ir minds. So long as they do not 
bluck public highways or trespass on 
private property their right to assemble 
aii'1 make speeches or appeal peaceably 
to their fellow men is unlimited and 
unquestioned. 


The injunctions granted by Judge J. 


J. Jackson of the United States court 
in West Virginia, however, prohibit in 
distinct torins the strikers from congre- 
gating "iibrm'/' the promises of the 
mining companies who applied for the 
order. 
The injunctions likewise forbid 


tlio strikers to lead any body or bodies 
of men "up to" the premises of tho 
plaintiffs or to"iuterforo" in any miiii- 
n<r with the coal companies' employees 
on their way to and from work. 


Tho qucntion raised is whether this 


injunction is a violation of the consti- 
tutional rights of citizens. Undoubted- 
ly tho word "interfere" 
is elastic 


enough to be stretched to cover merely 
accosting or speaking to tbo said coal 
employees and endeavoring to dissuade 
them from working for the plaintiffs. 
Whether a judge has tho right to issue 
such restraining injunctions as tho 
nliovo will probably bo argued finally 
in tho United States court at Charles- 
ton, W. Va., at a later date. 
Labor or- 


g.tuizatiuuH tjljcmld insist uu it. In his 
restraining order Judge Jackson re- 
quired tho plaintiffs to give bond that 
they would be responsible for all costs 
und damages resulting from the issu- 
ance of the injunctions. 


This is u matter in the final decision 


of which the whole country is interest- 
ed. It is the most important issue grow- 
ing out of reccu; labor strikes in tho 
United States, bet it now bo settled

.vlnch do not affect this country. It is time 
that the sultan should be made to give n plain 
.mswur to the charges tlmt the injuries sus- 
tained by Americans wore committed under 
the eyes of Turkish noldlura, with their eon- 
,ent, and oven with their aid. Thu Outlook 
IH as averse to bluster or threat as It is po.,si- 
ulu to bo, but it believes that national self re- 
-ipeet requires U8 to maintain (Irmly the posi- 
tion taken in this matter and to make tho 
porte understand that our claims are not, to 
hu ignored or dismissed lightly.

we nil ure subjected. 


In u country like I3ritnin, thickly popu- 


lated for many centuries and with tho

varnish and pork fat areaddod. The lamp- 
black mndo by the combustion of these 
substances is clafisod according to the ma- 
terials and the grade of fineness and also 
according to the time taken over tho proc- 
cf-s of combustion. 
The paste made of 


this lampblack has somo glue added and 
is beaten on wooden anvils with steel ham- 
mers. Two good hammerers can prepare 
in a day 80 pieces, each weighing half a 
pound. A certain quantity of muak of 
the musk deer, or of Baloos camphor, for 
scenting, and gold loaves, varying from 20 
lo 3GO to the pound, are added to givo a 
metallic luster. 


Tlio materials thus prepared arc molded 


in molds of carved wood and dried, whioh 
takes about 20 days in fine wouther, and 
adorned with Chinese characters in gild- 
ing. About HO or 32 avcrngo sized sticks 
of ink go to the pound. Tho pri>^ varies 
from 2s. or less per pound to as much as

spring from his heart, end thero are a few 
of us old fashioned enough to plead thut 
politeness should go deeper than the skin.

aro in direct relation to the death rates. 
The deep blun ot canoor high mortality 
prevails in low lying, well protected river 
valleys, whero fully formed rivers flow 
down to the son between low hanks, cut- 
ting their way through beds of clay and 
recent alluvial soil. 
In fact, where sea- 


sonal floods are frequent nnd strong sou 
winds rarely Hush out tlio protected val- 
leys, there cancer prevails and finds its 
fattest harvest. Ihe lower courses of the 
greater rivers from the Tweed to the 
Thames and from the Stour to thoTamnr, 
the rivers of north Devon, tho Severn and 
Dee, aro all thickly set with tho blue can- 
cer patches. 
On the other hand, tho low- 


est mortality groups occur on high np- 
liind downs, along the watersheds, and 
especially where ridges of limestone rock 
roar themselves above the surrounding 
country. 
In the sheltered valleys where 


cancer 
prevails, 
notwithstanding 
the 


dampness and pcrlodcat flooding, tho very 
lowest mortality rates from consumption 
occur. 


Although the contrast between con- 


sumption and cancer is too striking to be 
purely n coincidence, it cannot be said that 
enough is known to explain it by ultimate 
causes. Tlie therapeutic value of exposure 
to constant supplies of pure air is evident 
enough in all diseases that affect the gen- 
eral vitality of tho body. It is more than 
probable that tho low cancer mortality in 
nil exposed districts is due partly to the 
better hygienic conditions that prevail in 
them. Tho pulse of life beats more slow- 
ly, and every bodily and mental activity 
is feebler ou tho sodden soil of the dull 
valleys whoro cancur rules. But wo do rot 
know how cancer gets from patient to pa- 
oiont nor if its organism has become pure- 
ly parasitic on the bodies of animals. No 
doubt all tho microbes of disease were at 
one time harmless vegetables living on 
idyllio life Jn the mud. 
Some of them 


arc still able to maintainun existence out- 
side tho bodies of their victims, and the 
relation of onncer to clay soils and flooded 
districts suggests that it may uot yet have 
reached o purely parasitic stage. Other 
ind more specialized microbes apparently 
nave lost their primitive capacity to live n 
free lifo, and their specialization is pre- 
paring the way for their extinction. If the 
microbes die unless they reach quickly an- 
other living host, isolation of infected 
cases, carried out thoroiiRhly, will ulti- 
uately rid us of thoir existence.

otherwise healthiest districts is an accident 
oj our contaminated land. Ou loftyAlpino 
summits, or where the sea winds sweep 
across the docks of ocean vessels, or on the 
lesert wind blown sierras, peoplo are not 
truck down with consumption, and even 
those already affected, xinless they are 
lonrly at death's door, find new health in 
tho keep aii-. But our own land is full of 
he plasue. The winds, elsewhere healing, 
bring with them now seeds of disease. The 
lightest chill or tho tickling of a delicate 
ung with salt air prepares the way for 
he omnipresent 
parasite.

vould vanish in n night in a healthy land 
iccoine fatal here, nnd those with a consti- 
ution unadapted to resist the microbe fall 
•ictims to nn exposure that in itself is in- 
locuous or even beneficial.—London, Su$- 
irday Reviow.

perhaps for millions, of years it 1ms been 
radiating heat Into space with no appre- 
ciable loss of temperature. Were the sun 
simply a cooling mass of stone or metal it 
must ages ago have lose both its heat and 
its light; worn it n globe of burning our- 
bon it can easily bo calculated that it 
would huvo burned out in about B.OOO 
years. 
Where, then, does it get its heat 


supply? is a question frequently asked. 


We are BO accustomed to regard fire, 


combustion, as the principal source of 
bent, or at any rate of intense heat, that 
it is not easy to realize thnt there may be 
other sources, equally abundant, from 
which tho Run may obtain its perennial 
supply of this artic'.e. Astronomers long 
since discarded the idea that there is any 
sort of combustion going on in the snn. 
Its heat is, more probably, of that sort 
known in physics as niof.imnicnl heat— 
heat thett is produced by friction, by ham- 
mering or compression, 
Wo are familiar 


enough with the first two Miurces, though 
ordinarily the amount of hcnt which we 
porooivo to be thus developed is not groat, 
but hent produced by compression is not 
so often brought to our notice. From n 
variety of experiments, however, it can be 
shown that whenever a mStal, as a pieoo 
of lead, or r,ho air, or indeed any gas, is 
forcibly compressed heat is evolved, and 
this is the source to which astrqnomers nro 
now inclined to look for +hc: rmiin supply 
of tlio solar energy. This idea was flrst 
suggested by Homlliolz, and it has been 
taken up and elaborated Cy Lord Kelvin. 
According to tho theory of these scientists 
the sun, which is simply a mass of gnsc£>us 
mutter, is now and has been for ages con- 
tracting its dimensions—is growing small- 
er—and the mechanical heat produced in 
this process is precisely that which it is 
continually throwing off into space. Lord 
Kelvin calculated that a contraction of 
tho sun, under tho force of gravity, which 
diminished its diameter to the extent of 
four miles a century, would fully ac- 
count (or its lieiit supply, enormous ns it 
is. The sun might contract at this rate 
for several thousand yours before there 
would be any diminution of its size per- 
ceptiblB even through a telescope. Of 
course, this process has a limit and even- 
tually thu sun, having become.too dense to 
contract further, must begin to cool off, 
but not for sumo 10,000,000 or 30,000,000 
years, says Lord 
Kelvin.—Philadelphia

Bacteria an Vermin Exterminatory. 
Perhaps one of thu most remarkable 


uses to which bacteria have been put is 
that of voriniu exterminators or poison- 
ing agents. It was iu the year 1889 that; 
Professor Loc01er, while experimenting 
with mice in his laboratory at Greifswald, 
discovered a micro organism which was 
extremely fatal to all kinds of JIIKM^ 
this lethal little microbe, which ho chris- 
tened bacillus typhi murinm, might be 
turned to excellent account in combating 
plagues of field mice in grain fields, whore 
the devastation committed by these vora- 
cious rodents had become in parts of Greece 
and Iliissin n serious source of loss to agri- 
culturists. Experiments wore accordingly 
made on a small scale to test the efficiency 
of this bncterial poisoner in destroying 
fluid mice, and so successful were the re- 
sults that Loefiler confidently announced 
the possibility of keeping down these posts 
by distributing food material infected 
with these bacteria over Holds which wore 
invaded by them. Tho Greek government 
took up the question, and Loefller's meth- 
od wus applied with brilliant results; tho 
disease was disseminated with extraordi- 
nary rapidity and severity and the mice 
were readily destroyed.—Longman's Mag- 
azine.
